(flies). 

The OtthOptera or straight winged in- 

hoppers, etc.. are considerably leas nu- 
merous. Tho species with netted wings 
(neuroptera) probably number some place 
between 2,000 and !!,000. Insects are, of 
course, most numerously developed in 
the tropics, but they are not rare by any 
means in the coldest regions which have 
yet been visited by man.— St. Louis lie-
